Ground was broken last week for the new Sears, Roe¬ 
buck & Co. retail store and service station at the corner 
of Michillinda and Foothill Blvd. 

Sears and Pasadena officials were on hand as a bull¬ 
dozer turned the first earth for the development, scheduled 
for completion in early 1958. 
t Still pending is a suit 
brought by Hastings resi¬ 
dents and those living in ad¬ 
jacent Arcadia to restrain 
the store from building on 
the easterly 550 feet of the 
parcel of land. 

Also, residents still are ob¬ 
taining signatures on their 
petitions seeking to have 
Pasadena voters provide a 
250-foot buffer strip between 
Sears’ site and their homes 
to the north of the property. 

The two-story structure of 
reinforced concrete ad brick 
with stone trim will contain 
202,000 square feet of floor 
area with the area devoted 
to selling 50 per cent greater 
than in the present store at 
Oakland and Colorado. Many 
departments will have dou¬ 
ble their present space.

structs traffic, or is park¬ 
ed w h e re temporary or 
permanent no parking 
signs have been erected. 

Each year a master 
traffic plan is placed into 
effect on New Year’s Day 
in Pasadena, and certain 
streets that carry heavy 
traffic are posted. If ve¬ 
hicles are parked on these 
streets, they will be tow¬ 
ed away at the motorist’s 
expense, Chief Morris said.

For the first time in more 
than two years the shortage 
of classrooms has been con¬ 
siderably eased, Dr. C. C. 
Trillingham, Los Angeles 
County Superintendent of 
Schools, announced this 
week. 

This information was dis¬ 
closed following a county¬ 
wide survey which revealed 
that 16,126 fewer children 
are attending part-time ses¬ 
sions as compared with a 
year ago. 

Returns from individual 
school districts indicated 
that nearly 64,000 pupils are 
forced to attend school less 
than a full day because of 
a shortage of approximately 
975 classrooms. 

In 1955 approximately 80,- 
000 pupils were affected by 
a shortage of about 1,200 
classrooms. As has been true 
in the past several years, 
the first three grades are 
most affected with 28,000 
first grade children attend¬ 
ing part-time, 19,000 second 
graders and 11,000 third 
graders. Of the 89 districts 
reported, 46 have no stu¬ 
dents attending school less 
than a full day. 

Dr. M. E. DiPietro, consult¬ 
ant in administrative re¬ 
search, reported that while 
the situation is substantially 
improved, additional con¬ 
struction is needed to re¬ 
place substandard facilities 
and to supply regular class¬ 
rooms in the place of such 
existing arrangements as the 
use of cafetoriums, halls, 
basements and rented prop¬ 
erty. 

If these inadequate facili¬ 
ties were not utilized, many 
more pupils would be on 
shortened sessions. In some 
districts minimum sessions 
not in existence at the time 
of the survey will be organ¬ 
ized if current community 
growth continues.
